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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that there is 
no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Liebrecht et al is 
directed to a nutritional beverage comprising whey protein, while GB 23351 34A is also directed to a nutritional beverage comprising whey 
protein hydrolysate which eliminated the problem of precipitation (page 3, line 28). In response to applicant's argument that Liebrecht et al 
and GB 23351 34A are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis 
for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Liebrecht et al is 
directed to a nutritional beverage based on fruit juice, carbohydrate, and protein, while GB 23351 34A is also directed to a nutritional 
beverage based on fruit juice, carbohydrate, and protein. In response to applicant's argument that the references are not all directed to the 
exact same product, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In this case, 
Liebrecht et al is directed to a nutritional beverage based on fruit juice, carbohydrate, and protein, while GB 23351 34A is also directed to a 
nutritional beverage based on fruit juice, carbohydrate, and protein. Applicant argues that the beverage of GB 23351 34A would precipitate. 
However, GB 23351 34A specifically states that they have solved this problem (page 3, line 28). Applicant argues that the references do 
not recite a clear beverage. However, Liebrecht et al specifically disclose a clear beverage (column 1, line 7).. 
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
